The Van Wickle Memorial Li- 
brary was built in 1899, a stacks 
addition in 1909, and the entire 
building enlarged and modernized 
in 1939. It has grown from a col- 
lection of two hundred volumes, a 
gift of the widow of the Rev. David 
Bishop in 1834, to over 145,000 vol- 
umes. Primarily a collection for 
study and research in the arts, sci- 
ences and engineering, the main 
strength is found in its files of 
general periodicals, proceedings of 
learned societies and standard jour- 
nals— many reaching back to the 
18th century. Operation is on the 
open stack principle for free access 
of the entire collection. There are 
twelve book funds which are en- 
dowed. Notable are the Oliver 
Fund for chemistry and the Conner 
Foundation for biography. Special 
rooms include the Kirby Room, 
transferred from the Kirby mansion 
in Wilkes-Barre and of special in- 
terest as an example of a gentle- 
man’s library in the early 20th cen- 
tury, and the American Friends of 
Lafayette Alcove, housing that so- 
ciety’s collection of books about 
General Lafayette. 





Collection of the American 
Friends of Lafayette 


A—The Book Collection 
The American Friends of Lafa- 


yette was organized at Lafayette Col- 
lege in 1932 by a group of Fayettists. 
One of the objects of this organiza- 
tion is the collection of books and 
decuments dealing with the life and 
times of General Lafayette. The 
College Library was made the of- 
ficial depository and the Librarian 
the custodian. In 1940 the collec- 
tion was officially transferred to the 
Lafayette College Library. 


The collection now numbers over 
1600 accessioned and cataloged 
books, monographs, brochures, etc. 
The specific strengths of the collec- 
tion are found in biographies of La- 
fayette and materials on French 
participation in the American Revo- 
lution, the various Lafayette visits 
to this country and his relations 
with Americans. 

Early donors and sponsors of the 
collection were Mr. Stuart W. Jack- 
son, private Lafayette collector, and 
Judge Walter P. Gardner of Jersey 
City, N. J. A small collection of 
memorabilia is also a part of this 
collection, but its main purpose is 
to serve as a working collection of 
materials for the life and times of 
General Lafayette. 

Specifically, the collection con- 
tains most of the items listed in such 
standard bibliographies as Jackson, 
Fay, Monaghan, Griffin, etc., and 
the bibliographic notes of Gott- 
schalk and Charavay. In addition, 
a vast amount of minor materials 
and special Lafayette studies. 


















B—Lafayette Portrait Collection 

The Library contains the most 
complete collection of engraved 
prints of General Lafayette in exist- 
ence. Many of these were pur- 
chased from the Essex County, 
N. J., Country Club collection by 
an anonymous friend and presented 
to the Library. These prints include 
all the standard types: Quenedey, 
Weyler, Gerard, Julien, Scheffer; 
plus special collections of eques- 
trians, caricatures, symbolic repre- 
sentations, scenes from his life as a 
soldier and statesman, and views of 
the Chateaus Chavaniac and La- 
Grange. In all, there are over 500 
prints in this collection. All are 
completely indexed and cataloged. 


C—Hubbard Manuscript Collection 

One of the great collections of 
Lafayette manuscripts, other than 
the recently discovered cache at La- 
Grange, was presented to the Amer- 
ican Friends of Lafayette and the 
Lafayette College Library in 1943 
by Mrs. John Hubbard of New York 
City. There were over 170 items in 
this magnificent collection. One- 
hundred forty-nine were addressed 
to General Washington. Eighty-one 
of these were written during the 
critical years of 1777-1781. Many 
of these have been reproduced in 
various publications, and they were 
reproduced almost entirely by Prof. 
Louis Gottschalk in a_ privately 
printed book in 1944. 


Stephen Crane Collection 

The newest special collection of 
the College Library is the Stephen 
Crane Collection which consists of 
books and articles by and about this 
famous member of the Class of 
1894. It now contains some 250 
items, including one Crane letter 
and an inscribed copy of the first 
edition of Maggie (1893). Although 
not as important or extensive as the 
Crane Collection at Columbia or 


Syracuse universities, nevertheless, 
it is an interesting and rather com. 
plete small collection. 


It started in 1952 as an outgrowth 
of the organization of the Stephen 
Crane Society, the undergraduate 
honorary literary society. Professor 
James Vitelli and bibliophile Elmer 
Adler, a_ prolific donor, were 
founders and early enthusiasts. The 
collection was enriched several years 
ago with the gift of 56 volumes from 
the James J. Wolf Collection of 
Crane. 


Rare Books Collection 


Over 500 beoks comprise the Rare 
Books Collection of the College Li 
brary. The items are bound vari- 
ously as folios, quartos, and octavos 
and they are bound in leather, calf, 
cloth and vellum. The collection 
consists of rare English and Ameri 
can literary works, including first 
editions; Colonial American history; 
early works in science, and choice 
items from all eras of the history of 
printing. The collection consists of 
three incunabula: 1. St. Hierony- 
mus. Lives of the Church Fathers. 
1483; 2. All of Johannes of Freiburg 
1484; 3. The Nuremberg Chronicle. 
1493. There is also a small manv 
script collection including several 
manuscripts of John Sullivan and 
John Jay. 


Lafayette College Collection 

The collection of Lafayette Col 
lege memorabilia consists of files o! 
official and undergraduate publics 
tions from the first days of the col 
lege’s existence, published works by 
alumni of the college, programs, ?

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Governor’s Commission on Public Library 





Development in Pennsylvania 


The Governor’s Commission on 
Public Library Development in 
Pennsylvania held its first meeting 
Wednesday, June 18, in Philadel- 
phia. Governor George M. Leader’s 
personal message to the members 
charged the new Commission with 
the responsibility of restoring the 
Pennsylvania library system to a 
position of high service and useful- 
ness for all citizens of the State. “I 
know,” wrote Governor Leader, 
“that if legislation is necessary, you 
will propose it; if enthusiasm is 
wanting, you will create it.” 


Commission chairman Albert M. 
Greenfield declared, “We intend to 
stay on the job, until Pennsylvania 
takes its rightful place as a leader 
in public library service.” 

The Commission heard reports on 
the background and current status 
of Pennsylvania libraries presented 


by State Librarian Ralph Blasin- 
game, Jr., Emerson Greenaway, Di- 
recter of the Free Library of Phila- 
delphia, and Dr. Lowell Martin, 
dean of the Graduate School of Li- 
brary Service, Rutgers University 
and director of the current survey 
of public libraries in Pennsylvania. 
Dr. Martin pointed out that over 
half of Pennsylvania’s residents do 
not have access to balanced book 
collecticns adequate for today’s 
needs. 

Dr. Leonard P. Fox, 222 Third 
Street, Harrisburg, Pa., was elected 
secretary of the Commission, with 
Mr. Blasingame serving as an assist- 
ant secretary. David Palmer, cur- 
ently serving on the library survey 
staff, was elected executive director. 
The next meeting of the Commis- 
sion was set for September 11. The 
place of meeting will be designated 
at a later date.

Pennsylvania Library 
Survey 


The Pennsylvania Library Survey 
entered its final phase in June with 
the completion of field visits, the 
tabulation of questionnaires and the 
acquisition of an additional staff 
member to construct _ statistical 
tables. Mr. F. W. Summers, a stu- 
dent at Rutgers Library School, has 
handled this important project 
which will furnish data by indi- 
vidual library, by county, and by 
State totals for publication as an 
appendix to the final report. The 
report will be completed by the end 
of July and will be reproduced for 


wide distribution throughout the 
State. 
In addition to the background 


and present condition of libraries in 
Pennsylvania, the Director’s report 
will include recommendations to 
the State Librarian for a coordinated 
plan of library service over the State, 
for legislation for its implementa- 
tion, and for priorities in a program 
of action. All points will be fully 
documented. 

Although preliminary findings are 
available, these are being rechecked 
and organized at present and will 
not be submitted to the public be- 
fore the final report. The data is 
based on 309 questionnaires returned 
by public libraries, 94 returns from 
college and university libraries, 161

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County Library Section Workshop 


The workshop of the PLA County 
Libraries Section, held at Pennsyl- 
vania State University, June 20-21, 
1958, was attended by forty-one li- 
brarians, trustees, and guest speak- 
ers, Twenty counties were repre- 
sented. 

In making a report Ernest E. 
Doerschuk, Director of Extension, 
announced the availability of two 
feld consultants—one by July 15, 
the other by October 15. The group 
showed lively interest in the possi- 
bility that the two-year loan of 
2,000 books to county libraries might 
be discontinued. 

Dr. Lowell A. Martin, Director 
of the Library Survey, spoke about 
county library service in Pennsyl- 
vania in the light of the facts tabu- 
lated from the survey returns. This 
excellent, challenging address point- 
ed out weakness and strength; fail- 
ure and success; weighed the future 
against the past; compared the 
growth of county libraries to that of 
school jointures during the same 
period; contrasted the support for 
city libraries with that for county 
libraries; raised pertinent questions 
such as, “Why is the circulation of 
adult nonfiction not higher? Should 
we be using college library collec- 
tions to serve the public? How is 
local support to be increased? How 
shall we face up to the problem of 
serving sparsely settled areas? Is 
there any reason except lack of 
finances for Pennsylvania’s low rank 
in library service?” 

Dr. Martin reported that mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania Library 
Commission have pledged them- 
selves to remedy the situation even 
though it should take five years of 
dedicated effort. 

Keith Doms, Assistant Director, 
Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, was 
moderator of the panel discussing 
“Library Legislation and Library 
Progress” on Saturday. Ralph Blas-

Drake, Monessen Public Library, 
and Mrs. Herbert W. Frankenfield, 
Norristown Public Library, discussed 
these topics related to library legis- 
lation: the State Library, certifica- 
tion, and a network for contacting 
legislators in 1959.

John Greenleaf Whittier 
Collection at 
Swarthmore College 


The Friends Historical Library of 
Swarthmore College has acquired a 
major collection of books and manu- 
scripts by the Quaker poet and abo- 
litionist, John Greenleaf Whittier. 
The collection which is valued at 
$25,000, was a bequest from the late 
C. Marshall Taylor of Montclair, 
New Jersey. 

Incorporating the collection as- 
sembled by the late Carroll A. Wil- 
son, noted bibliographer and collec- 
tor, it embraces over 600 first edi- 
tions, variants, or periodical print- 
ings, and approximately 600 manu- 
script letters and poems. Included 
are first editions of Whittier’s rare 
early poems Moll Pitcher, Mogg 
Megone, and Legends of New Eng- 
land, which the poet sought in later 
years to suppress, and rare Massa- 
chusetts newspapers containing still 
earlier unsigned poems and _ prose 
writings. Among the manuscripts 
are letters to or from Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, William Cullen Bryant, 
William Lloyd Garrison and Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, as well as the origi- 
nal account, in the handwriting of 
the novelist Mrs. E. D. E. N. South- 
worth, of the Civil War incident on 
which Whittier based his poem 
Barbara Frietchie.

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Fund for Adult Education 


Opportunities for scholarships and fel- 
lowships for leadership training in liberal 
adult education are again being provided 
by the Fund for Adult Education 1959. 
1960. The objective is the improvement 
and advancement of leadership in liberal 
education for adults. Approximately twen- 
ty-five grants will be made to individuals 
for practical experience, university study 
or combinations of the two, in liberal adult 
education. For the purpose of this pro- 
gram, liberal adult education is distin 
guished from remedial, vocational, techni- 
cal, avocational and mental health edu 
cation. 


Each applicant is asked to propose the 
program he or she desires to follow. The 
award will be in an amount adequate for 
the recipient to accomplish the program 
of training and experience for which the 
grant is made, and may cover a period of 
from about four months to not more than 
twelve months. 


A number of librarians who have tre 
ceived the study grants in the past pro- 
posed to work in libraries having good 
adult education programs, or to combine 
study with work in such a library. Several 
libraries have recently indicated their will- 
ingness to cooperate with such a program. 
The Office for Adult Education will pro- 
vide their names upon request.
